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‘Let’s “Take Our Time 


N a recent editorial the New York World espouses the 
cause of compulsory insurance. The writer of this 
editorial finds that the arguments in favor of such legisla- 
tion are “unanswerable.” But the arguments which he 
advances are simply the obvious desirability of financial | 
protection for every accident victim. | 
The question of compulsory insurance is not quite so 
simple and direct as all that. For instance, we have at the 
present time no figures indicating just what proportion of| 
accidents are caused by people who are financially tonne 
sible. In the District of Columbia it was found during 
recent twelve months that only five per cent. of accident | 
victims could not get redress in a financial way. These) 
figures are not conclusive at all, but experience may semvel 
that they represent the average for the country. At any mete 
they are all that we have at the moment. 
On the other hand many authorities believe that univer-| 
sal insurance would increase the carelessness of all drivers. | 
J The feeling that they are protected from financial loss in case | 
of accident is certainly not going to make drivers any more | 
eareful than they now. 

If this proves to be true it may easily happen that 
shall gain an increased accident list from compulsory insur- 
ance that will far outweigh the benefits of financal protec- 
tion in a limited number of where the driver is| 
financially irresponsible. 

Obviously this is all pure speculation at the moment. | 
Massachusetts is the only state having a compulsory insur- 
ance law on its books, and that has been in operation only 
about two months. The course now is to wait until we 
can draw on actual experience, which will come after the 
Massachusetts law has been in force for at least a year. 
When that time comes other states will have a foundation | 
of fact, not speculation, upon which to base their action. | 

Furthermore the joy with which state legislators have 
hailed compulsory insurance—twenty-one state legislatures 
now have bills of this kind under consideration—suggests 
that the politicians see this type of law as establishing 
another pork barrel for their picking. 

No paper knows better than the World the danger of 
passing laws controlling the activities of the many in behalf 
of the few. We say this because the World has consistently | 
fought the prohibition iniquity, which in the final analysis 
is the same type of paternalistic legislation that compulsory 
insurance
